That experience with Mackenzie* for whose reporting I have had considerable respect, 
is consistent with a long history of legitimate and significant news not being news 
simply because reporters have come to realize that in .the g fc m t a stories there is a 
danger to their security. 

In the non-stories, as of FBI felonies, I see danger to the nation, to freedom. 

I f ve been through your uncertainties, when the danger was greater and I was so 
much younger and inexperienced. L ng ago as this was * do recall. I would persuade 
you that right and principle are Shields and bucklers. The House, I do believe, will 
leave you alone. I have more than one reason for this belief. One is that they do not 
want you as a martyr. Mother is that there must be some rational spooks. These have 
to realize they can^t stand what could happen. Here much depends on your counsel if 
I f m wrong but I can help you rend them.
